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Page 10, Clause 26. 

Anti be it Enacted, That in case regular meetings of the Puerto 
Board of Guardians of any Union shall not Ire liolden at the sinners to _ 
times enjoined by the orders of the Commissioners, or in case, oKre. P '“ d 
through the default of the Guardians, the duties of such Board 
of Guardians shall not be duly and effectually discharged accord- 
ing to the intention of this Act, the Commissioners may appoint 
such and so many paid officers as they may think fit. to carry 
into execution the provisions of this Act, and from time to time 
to revoke and determine such appointments; and the Cominis, 
sioners shall from time to time, as they shall see fit, define and 
direct the execution of the duties of such officers, and the amount 
and nature of the security to be given by such of them as the Com- 
missioners shall think ought to give security, and regulate the 
amount of salaries payable to such officers respectively, and the 
time and mode of payment thereof, and such salaries shall be 
chargeable and payable out of the Rates levied for the relief of the 
destitute poor of such Union: Provided always, That unless the 
Commissioners shall sooner revoke or determine the appointment 
of such paid officers, such paid officers shall hold their offices for 
the term of one year from the date of their appointment, and 
thenceforth till the time of the next election of Guardians for such 
Union under the provisions of this Act, and no longer.

And be it Enacted, That where any poor person shall, through 
old age or bodily infirmity or defect be unable to support himself 
every child of such poor person shall be liable, according to his abi- 
lity, to support or contribute to support such poor person ; and in case 
relief shall be given under this Act to any poor person, whose child 
shall be liable to support him or contribute to his support, it shall 
be lawful for any Two Justices of the Peace of the jurisdiction within 
which such child may dwell, on the application of the Guardians 
of the Union in which such relief shall have been given by their 
order, to direct what sum, not exceeding the cost price of such relief 
shall be paid by such child to such Guardians, in respect of the relief 
which shall have been so given, and also what weekly or other 
periodical payments shall be made by such child to such Guardians 
in respect of such relief as shall subsequently be given to such 
poor person; and the sum so directed to be paid, and also such 
weekly or other periodical payments, when and as they shall become 
due, shall be recoverable by such Guardians in the same manner as 
auy penalties are recoverable under this Act.

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That any covenant or agree- 
ment. whereby any person liable to pay rent, and entitled under the 
provisions of this Act to deduct therefrom any rate or portion of 
rate, shall covenant or agree to forego such deduction, shall be and 
the same is hereby declared to be null and void. 

Clause 72. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That every Kate made under 
the authority of this Act on Tithe or Compositions, or Rent in lieu 
of Tithe, shall be paid by the Tithe Owner. 

To follow Clause 73. 

Provided also, and be it Enacted, That in case the Rate in respect 
of any Tithe or Composition, or Rent in lieu of Tithe, shall not 
have been fully paid within Two calendar Months after the Rate 
made, it shall he lawful for the Guardians of the Union within 
which such Tithe or Composition, or Rent in lieu of Tithe, shall 
arise (without prejudice nevertheless to any remedy against the 
Tithe Owners in respect of such arrear) to applet on the several 
Persons liable to pay the Tithe or Composition, or Rent in lieu of 
Tithe, the Rate in respect of which shall be in arrear, or on any of 
them to the exclusion of the others, such Rate or so much thereof 
as shall be .in arrear, ip such proportions as such Guardians shall

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think fit ; and the Rate so applotted shall be recoverable from such 
persons bv such and the same ways and means as Rate is hereby 
recoverable from the persons primarily liable to pay the same ; but 
so nevertheless that no person liable to pay such Tithe or Composi- 
tion, or Rent in lieu of Tithe, shall be liable under such applotment 
to pay any greater sum than shall be due and payable from him in 
respect of his Tithe or Composition, or Rent in lien of Tithe, at 
the time the same Rate so applotted shall be demanded : Provided 
always, That in case any sum shall be so applotted in respect of 
such Rate and demanded from any person liable to pay Tithe or 
Composition, or Rent in lieu of Tithe, and there shall not then be 
due from him in respect of such Tithe or Composition, or Rent in 
lieu of Tithe, a sum equal to the Rate so applotted on him, ho 
shall be liable to pay the Rate so applotted out of the Tithe or 
Composition, or Rent in lieu of Tithe, which shall next become 
due from him to the Tithe Owner, as and when the same shall 
so become due, unless such Rate shall be otherwise sooner paid: 

Provided also, That in case any Tithe Owner shall make and deliver Where the 
to the Guardians of any Union by whom any Rate shall he made on ar ‘ r0ai .. sm 
his Tithe or Composition, or Rent in lieu of Tithe, a Decla- 
ration in writing that he has not received in respect of the half- 
yearly payment of his Tithe or Composition, of Rent in lieu of 
Tithe, which last accrued due before the making of such Rate, a sum 
sufficient for the payment of such Rate, and shall specify in such 
Declaration the several persons liable to pay such Tithe or Compo- 
sition, or Rent in lieu of Tithe, who shall be in arrear, it shall not 
be lawful for such Guardians or their Collector to enforce the pay- 
ment of such Rate from such Tithe Owner until he shall have 
received in respect of such Tithe or Composition, or Rent in lieu of 
Tithe, an amount sufficient to pay such Rate ; but the Rate may in 
the mean time, if the Guardians shall so think fit, be applotted on 
and recovered from the persons liable to pay such Tithe or Com- 
position, or Rent in lieu of Tithe, in such proportion as the 
Guardians shall think fit, as hereinbefore provided in the case of the 
Rate on Tithe which shall be Two calendar Months in arrear ; and 
in every case in which any Rate or applotted Rate on lithe or 
Composition, or Rent in lieu of Tithe, shall be paid by the person 
liable to pay such Tithe or Composition, or Rent in lieu of Tithe, it 
shall be lawful for him to deduct the sum paid in respect of Rate 
from the Tithe Owner.
